In the month. of February, 1930, the pri- 
soner was employed as a servant by a familv 
named McHenry at Riuthkeale, and remained 
there until she was arrested on the present 
‘charge. In fairness to her it should be 
stated that she reported the matter to the 
Guards, and enabled them to find the bod 
of the child, which was buried at the back 
of the house where she worked. The infant 
was in a canvas bag, and had a towel and 
stocking wrapped ronnd its mouth. The 
State alleged that the child was born alive, 
and that it died of suffocation. 

Dr.. Bouchier Hayes, who performed a poaf- 
mortem examination, gave it as his opinion 
that death was due to suffocation. 

The prisoner, in evidence, denied saying 
to the Guards at any time that she had 
murdered the child. She told them, she 
said, that its death was due to an accident. 

' The jury found the prisoner not guilty, 
and she was. discharged.

NEGLIGENCE.

Captain Henry Haire Forster, of Bally- 
nure, County Monaghan, claimed damages 
from Spratt’s Patent, Limited, m respect of 
a’ collision between his motor car and a 
ear belonging to the defendants on the road 
between Clones and Newbliss on the 28th 
of August, 1929.

A DUBLIN OF THE WEST. 

“In defiance of trade depression, distyurb- 
ances abroad and the limitations of the docks. 
Galway is persistingly forging ahead, said 
Captain Teirney, Harbour Magter for Galway. 
when interviewed the other day. Every year 
both imports and exports have shown a steady 
mmecrease, and im view of this faet the 
Harbour Commissioners have decided to adopt 
a scheme, muivelying a sum of £360,000, for 
the improvement oí the approaches te the 
docks as well as the docks themselves. 

These improvements are based on a plan 
pruposed by Sir John Grifhth as early as 
1914. and elaberated at a later date in con- 
junction with Sir Cyril Kirkpatrick, engineer 
tor the Perit and Docks Board at London. 
One of the chief difficulties to be overcome 
is the fact that a barrier et reck, of the 
hardest quajity, lies outside the dock entrance 
for a distance of about 400 feet. The cost of 
submarine drijling and blasting would be pro- 


hibitive, but by using a subaqueous rock-. 


cutting plant, successfully employed at the 
Manchester Ship Canal, expenses will be 
brought within practical limits, Other altera- 
tions include the connection of the deep-water 
dock and the old Commercial dock, besides the 
building of a pier on the north-east entrance, 

At present the grain imported to Galway 
has to be discharged at Belfast and trans- 
shipped to smaller vessels; consignments of 
cattle, too, are limited to the size of the 
steamer that ean enter the dock. Under the 
new scheme the large grain steamers will he 
able to call direct, while the export of catile 
will be greatly increased. 

“ One cannot get, away from the fact,” Cap- 
fain Tierney coneluded, *‘ that the situation 
of Galway makes it ‘the Dublin of the West 
coast,’ and, with the completion of these im. 
‘ptovements, its future prosperity is assured.”

e work involved in the contract consists 
of the reconstruction of the superstructure 
of the three main spans of the viaduct which 
carries the main line of the” Great Northern 
Railway from Dublin to Belfast over the 
River Boyne. There are two side spans each 
of approximately 141 feet, and a centre span 
of approximately 267 feet, the main girders 
being of lattice type. 

The existing viaduct carries a double line 
of rails, but the reconstructed viaduct will 
carry only one line of rails. This feature 
permits of the assembly of the new main 
girders in permanent position without in- 
terruption of traffic, after which the new 
steelwork in the floor will be erected between 
trafiic. On the completion of the new 
structure the existing viaduct will be re- 
moved. The total weight involved is ap- 
proximately nine hundred tong of steel, in. 
cluding castings.

FRUIT-GROWING IN IRELAND, 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH FIMES. 
Sir,—Allhough not depending upon the 
redyection and sal; of apples for a livelihood 
i have an orchard of about five acres and 
am keen that, it should be kept in as "produe- 
tive a state as possible. For the past few 
years I have adopted impreved methods of 
production, including spraying, etc,, as re- 
coramended by the Northern Ministry of Agri- 
culture, and it is Jargely due to these efforts, 
and te the absence of late spring frosts, that 
my ovehard has produced a goed crop of 
clear fruit this season, I am frequently in 
Manchester on business, and last week, when 
there, visited Smithfield Market in order to 
find eut whether my fruit could be sold to 
advantage, Producing an apple, a Bramley 
Seedling, representing the average quality of 
my crop, asked one merchant i he was 
we _to buy Irish apples of such a grade. 

t was difficult to convince him that this was 
& fair sample of Irish fruit, and he informed 
me that there would he a ready market for 
such produce. He also showed me some 
harrels of Irish apples which, he said, were 
characteristic of our produce. Never hefore 
have I felt so ashamed and sorry for Ireland 
—dirty barrels, headed by damp, fusty hay, 
containing ynsound, ungraded and badi 

cked Irish fruit, side by side with wall 
abelled, beautifully packed fruit from all 
other apple-growing countries, 

This experience has convinced me, more 
than ever, that we need never hope to explore 
and obtain a market for eur apples until we 
have learned to deliyer only sound fruit of 
trustworthy quality, ráid and packed in 
such @ way that they wil] be attractive to the 
buyer, We must cater for our customers. 
That this can be dong was clearly demon- 
strated at the Belfast Fruit Show this month, 
and, if the same conditions as there shown 
prevailed, there is no doubt that no other 
farm crop at present would give a more 
promising return than cooking apples, Fer 
this reason I am determined this year to 
market my fruit in the best possible manner, 

It is clear thai Irish apple-growers need 
guidance and pressure in order to ensure that 
the marketing of their fruit is properly 
earried out by all concerned, and I look for- 
ward with enthusjasm te the time when the 
Government’s Marketing of Fruit. Bill be- 
comes law ; for it will haye a beneficial and 
far-reaching effect on the Irish apple industry. 
Although there may be grounds for obiectien 
to such a. measure in so far as a dealer in 
apples is concerned, I cannot see how any 
grower could inteliigently oppose such an 
action, whieh in the long run cannot fail to 
enhance the market value of his crop. —

SEQUEL TO INDIAN RAID. 


The King has approved: of the award of 
the medal of the Military Division of the 
Order of the British Empire to Sergeant 
Arnold Barraclough, an eclecirical engineer, 
of the Assam-Bengal Railway Battalion.

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66 We will build upon this rock 
the greatest cathedral in 
the world, and we will call it the 
Cathedral of Christ the King. It 
will be longer than the lengast, 
higher than the highest. and 
broader than the broadest.’’ 


These words were used by the Most Rev. 
Dr. Downey, Archbishop of Liverpool, in 
the Gresham Hotel, Dublin, last night, 
when he made the first announcement to 
an Irish Times representative that he had 
just bought the site for his new cathedral. 

His Grace is at present in Dublin for 
the purpose of attending at University 
College, Dublin, this morning, when the 
honorary degree of LL.D. will be con- 
ferred upon tem 

“Last week-end,” he went on, “I had 
Sir Edward Lutyens, the architect of the 
cathedral, staying with me, and it turned 
out to be a favourable visit; for only that 
day—last Friday—I had unexpectedly com- 
pleted the purchase of the site. The site 
is Brownlow Hill, right in the middle of 
the ceitv. It cost £100,000, but nowhere 
in the history of the Catholic Church, not 
even in the palmy days of St. Augustine, 
was there such a fine site, It is nine 
acres 10 extent. 


| FAITH AND ART. 
I have always said about the cathedral 
that it is going to be a triumph of faith and 
a triumph of art; a triumph of art because 
its design is unparalleled, and a triumph of 
faith, because it is going to be bult largely 
out of the pennies of the poor. 

“The cathedral will cost £3,000,000. You 
ask what time it will take to build it. That 
will depend upon the rate the money comes 
in, but I hope that we will never be held up 
for funds. Never, even in the worst periods 
of depression, have we received for the fund 
Jess than £1,000 a month from the Arch- 
diocese of Liverpool, and in the best times 
we have received as much as £2,000 a month. 

“Now, however, we are going to begin a 
great drive, and have emploved one of the 
biggest publicity men in London to organise 
it for us. 

‘Every day my post.” continued His 
Grace, ‘‘brings in contributions, a good 
many of them from non-Catholics. Some of 
these non-Catholics are interested in architec- 
ture; some admire the faith and the courage 
of the Cathoile people in Lancashire; and 
others subscribe out of devotion to Christ the 
King. 3 

“On top of the cathedral we propose to 
erect a great statue of Christ the King, which 
will be illuminated at night, and will be seen 
for miles out to sea by those who come and 
those who go. In years and in generations 
to come I want the people to look at, it and 
say: ‘Pius XI1., Lutyens, 20th Century.’ 


A UNIVERSAL CHURCH. 
‘‘People come to Liverpool from all over 
the world, and so this cathedral will be uni- 
versal, like the Catholic Church, I may 
not see it finished; but it will go down to 
posterity to complete, as did the great Gothic 
churches of the 12th and 13th centuries. 


“4 cathedral, as 1 concetve it, is a place 
for humanity on its knees, something vast, 
gigantic, colossal, a place’ where crowds can 
gather on occasions that demand it—great 
victories, great triumphs, great rejoicings. 

“It will have twenty-four altars, and it 
will remain open day and night. It will be 
for the people, and inside the porch there will 
be a Narthex—an inner court—properly 
heated and ventilated, where the poor and! 
homeless and lonely can “me and stay day 
or night. 


‘‘In many other respects,’’ the Most Kev. 
Dr. Downey explained, ‘‘ this Cathedral will 
be unique. Always the ‘problem of where to 
place the Confessionals, so that they will not 


where you are in the Cathedral, and no 
ee where you turn, you will see one of 
em. 

“ Another difficulty that has been over- 
come is how to place the choir so that it 
will not be seen and distract attention. In 
the centre of the VCathedral the choir will be 
sunk in a well, beneath the level of the 
ground, and from that well the singing and 
chanting will rise to the vast dome, where it 
will be caught and sent around the 


Cathedral. 

“ Again, there will be two enobmous 
sacristies, capable of accommodating 400 
priests. and their attendants, and in the 
underground chambers there will be ample 
storage room. 

‘** This Cathedral. will be built upon rock. 
Professor Riley, the head of the School of 
Art in Liverpool, has said of it; ‘ When this 
church is finished it will seem as if it is 
growing out of the rock, and not built 
upon it.’ ' 


THE LUTYENS TOUCH. 

“Some people have asked me why Í have 
not chosen Gothic architecture, and there are 
two reasons. First of all, the Anglican 
Cathedral designed by Sir Gilbert Scott is in 
the Gothic style, and I do not want two 
cathedrals cheek by jowl in the same style. 
The other reasonis because I think that 
Gothic architecture has reached its apex. 

“It is interesting to note that the Anglican 
Cathedral is being designed by a Catholic, 
Sir Gilbert Scott, while the Catholic Cathedral 
is being designed by an Anglican, Sir Edward 
Lutvens. : 

“‘Lutyens I have selected because he is 
capable of giving me the design that I want. 
He has the Elizabethan mind, having a flair 
for the spacious. He also has the Elizabethan 
humour. I will show you how. Some little 
time ago when we were discussing the de- 
sign of the Cathedral, one of those present 
asked Sir Edward Lutyens if he would call 
it Renaissance. ‘ Yes,’ replied Sir Edward, 
‘but I would spell it Wren-naissance. 

“We have been criticised about the cost 
of this Cathedral. One always has criticism ; 
some is helpful and some is not. I cannot 
help thinking that there is some truth in the 
saying that criticism is ‘the misadventure 
of mediocrities amongst masterpieces.’ 

“An ocean liner costs £5,000,000, a war- 
ship costs £8,000,000, and both are soon out 
of date, while this Cathedre! will last for ever, 
and not cost half those sums. ' 

His Grace then went on to speak of the 
wonderful enthusiasm of his people for the 
cathedral. Only last Sentember he preached 
to a gathering of 250,000 of them in 
Thingwall Park, on the outskirts of Liver- 
pool, which was held in aid of the funds, 
and every one of that quarter of a million 
people paid for admission. 

“Tt am convinced,” he declared, “that 
those people would do anything for me, 
They have proved it, and it is a thing to 
be marvelled at in this materialistic age.” 


IMPRESSIONS OF IRELAND. 

Asked whether he would ~ consider 
making an appeal for the cathedral in 
ireland, Dr. Downey said that he wou'd 
certainly do so if he received the consent 
and invitation of the heirarchyv to do so. 

Giving his impressions on his return ti 
lreland—he is a native of Kilkenny—His 
Grace said that he liked the richness, the 
largeness and the leisure of life over here. 
He was morte than glad to see that the 
‘‘ bungaloid ” civilisation, utilitarian and 
consequently v¢ly, had not taken hold of the 
builders in this country. The houses here 
were not ‘‘ set in serried rows like false 
teeth,’ as in England. 

He was more than happy to see that the 
Trish peovle had, not lost that quality for 
feeling, that innate cnltur® that were their 
richest heritage. ‘‘ We who live away can 
appreciate it when we come over. The Irish 
people are gifted with the vision splendid, 
which they never lose, no matter where 
thev ge.”

EX-PREMIER AND 
WAR DEBTS. 


CAUSE OF WORLD 
DEPRESSION. 


SIR ROBERT BORDEN’S 
REMINISCENCES. 


—- ¢ —_—_ 


Revrer’s CurRESPONDENT. 
OTTAWA, Tuesday. 
Sir Robert Borden, Canada’s war-time 
Prime Minister, was the guest of honour at a 
Civil Service luncheon party here to-day. He 
ave ig a speech some intimate and interest- 
ing reminiscences regarding events during the 
critical war-time years. 
As a member of the Imperial War Cabinet 
in 1918, he said: “I had to make some very 
firm and critical observations. I was told by 
more than one British Minister that they 
would be answered, but they never were." 
They resulted, however, he added, in the 
formation of a committee consisting of the 
British Prime Minister and the Overseas 
Premiers to inquire as to what further effort 
would be necessary to win the war. No one 
at that time dreamed that the war could be 
ended within the year, not knowing how the 
spirit of the German ple had been broken. 
The committee e what it thought was 
a momentous report, but within a week it was 
not worth the paper on which it was written, 
because the war was over. 


STATEMENTS IN DIARY. 


Sir Robert said that the statements made 
by Sir Henry Wilson in his diary about the 
conference of the Imperial War Cabinet re- 

arding the faintheartedness of the Overseas 
Ministers was incorrect, and it was Sir Henry 
Wilson who was fainthearted. 

Referring to the action of the United States 
of America in refusing to cancel war debts, 
Sir Robert Borden said that, while the United 
States was undoubtedly within its rights in 
demanding repayment of war Joans, results 
had shown that conditions in that country 
and throughout the world would be much 
less depressed at present if the United States 
had cancelled the debts. 

The continuance of the demand for the 
repayment of war loans was a ‘‘baneful 
inheritance’ and a distinct economic dis- 
advantage to the United States. The whole 
world would be much better off if war debts 
and reparations had been written off ten 
years ago. 

CANADA AND CONSCRIPTION. 

Reviewing the political conditions in Canada 
during the war years, Sir Robert revealed 
the fact that he had approached, in 1917, the 
Liberal leader. Sir. Wilfred Laurier, with 
reference to the formation of a Coalition 
Government on the théen dominant issue of 
tonscriniion, offering him the nomination of 
Liberal Ministers in the Coalition Cabnet. 
After mature deliberation Sir Wilfred Laurier 
declined the offer, declaring that he could be 
of the greatest use “ from outside the Govern- 
ment.” He vali nae there should be a 
—— Election before conscription was 
tdopted.

ARMED ROBBERS IN 
AUSTRALIA. 


RESISTED BY PLUCKY 
OFFICIALS. 


Reuter’s Agency says :—The stories of two 
more recent attacks by armed men on Aus- 
tralian banks are told in despatches. The 
first audacious attempted robbery occurred at 
the Coonabar Abran brauch of the Bank of 
New Souta Wales early in the morning. The 
thieves stunned a ledger-keeper with an iron 
bar. and then bound and gagged him, but 
while they were at work on the safe he 
escaped and gave the alarm. 

On the arrival of police and several towns- 
people the disturbed safe-blowers ulled out 
revolvers and fired two shots. he police 
also fired two shots, and after a brief siege 
of. the bank the two men surrendered with 
their arms above their heads. There was 
about £5,000 or £6,000 in the safe. 

The heroism of the ledger-keeper, Thomas, 
is highly praised. If the police had been 


away with the money, as an examination 

of the safe lock revealed that within another 

minute or so they would have had the door

to Ireland. 

THANKS TO AUSTRALIA. 

“Your coming to Ireland,” said the. 
President, “ gives me, as the representative 
of the Irish Government and people, an 
opportunity of thanking Australia through 
you for the support we received from so 
many of her citizens during all the long 
series of political movements which ulti- 
mately led to the establishment of the Irish 
Free State. It is difficult to mention names 
without appearing to do an injustice to the 
thousands .who worked for us, but the 
prescnt circumstances do permit me to make 
menvicn of the late Dr. Nicholas Michael 
‘?Donrell, who always kept an open house 
for the Irish leaders. His was a heart of 
gold, and we are very proud, indeed, to 

ave his daughter, Mrs. Frank Brennan, as 
one of our honoured guests to-night.’’ 

Continuing, President Cosgrave said that 
since the establishment of the Irish Free 
State they had acquired a new relationship 
with Australia. They had become sister 
nations in the same Commonwealth, with a 
very definite interest in each other’s welfare. 
They had accepted membership of that 
Commonwealth becaftise they believed thar 
could work out their national destiny to te 
fullest extent within: the group of nations 
comprising it. They desired to. establish 
close bonds of friendship with all the peoples 
ot the Commonwealth. 

IRELAND'S NATIONALITY. 

Just as each member .of, the Common- 
wealth had its own beginnings in a some- 
«hat different way from the others, so each 
one. must work out its own salvation in ie 
own way. Ireland, being . a- mother- 
iand in just as full a sense as Great 
Britain, and having a past certainly as 
venerable, could tear “ap the pages of 
her history, and act.as if, she were a new 
country, like the overseas members of the 
group. It must be understood that the dis- 
tinctive nationality of Ireland was their most 
sacred possession. They could not accept, 
and never had accepted, any form of sub- 
mergence in another nationality. An Irish- 
man must be recognised as an Irishman first 
of all wherever he goes, The status which 
was proper to membership of the Common- 
wealth must for ever come after, .not before, 
their status as nationals of the Irish nation. 

Sometimes, too, the people of Australia 
might wonder why Irish: people were aim- 
patient of the continuance of even “the 
merest form of control by the British Parlia- 
ment, why they resented the very slightest 
infringement, or appearance of infringement, 
of their sovereignty. They made no apology 
for the efforts they had made, and would 
continue to make, so that the last shadow or 
theory of control by the Parliament of Great 
Britain would disappear for ever. And in 
making these efforts they believed they were 
working along the only possible lines which 
would make: for the endurance of the Com- 
monwealth of Nations as a factor of peace 
and harmony in the world, 

THE ROLE OF THE PEACE-MAKER, 

They had a special réle to play within that 
Commonwealth and in the whole comity of 
nations. It was not the réle of the querulous 
mischief-maker. Their réle was that of the 
peace-maker, and he believed that their 
special position in relation to the Common- 
wealth of Nations and to the United States 
of America would enable them to influence 
the creation of a lasting friendship between 
the American nation and all the nations of 
the Commonwealth. 

President Cosgrave then presented Mr. 
Scullin with a silver cup of Trish workman- 
ship bearing a tracery design taken from the 
Book of Kells. | 

MR. SCULLIN’S REPLY. 

Replying, Mr. Scullin thanked President 
Cosgrave for his address, and said that 
everywhere: they had received the hundred 
thousand welcomes they had expected to 
receive from the big, generous heart of the 
Trish people. The story of Ireland, he said, 
would never be erased from the pages of 
history. He did say that a nation could not 
go ahead if it looked only on the past. It 
must look always to the future, but not 
forget the lessons learned in the past in order 
that it may be guided by them in the future. 
They must. think of the past to inspire them 
in what they ought to do in the future. A 
statesman may guide his country over 
difficulties by merely glancing back at some 
landmark that the country has left behind. 

Referring to the visit that he intends to 
pay to the North of Ireland, Mr, Scullin 
said that he refused to recognise any division 
in the nationality of the people of Ireland, no 
watter what may be said of political issues. 
They in Australia were building up their own 
national ideals, and to place Australia as the 
first nation in their hearts. Because they 
were doing that they had every sympathy 
with Ireland or any other nation claiming 
the right to nationality. In addition to the 
Trish people in Australia, many of the great 
Democrats stood behind Ireland's claim for 
the right to govern itself, just as they would 
stand behind any otner nation claiming the 
same right.

References to prussic acid were made at the 
inquest held at Tunbridge Wells yesterday 
on John Good, inventor and financier, who 
was found dead on Sunday in the forecourt of 
his home, Culverden Castle, Tunbridge Wells, 
having fallen thirty-six feet from a flat em- 
battled roof. The inquest was adjourned 
until Saturday, December 6, and it was de- 
cided to send certain organs to the Kent 
county analyst. 

Bernard Claud Good, student at Edmund’s 
College, Ware, stated that his father had 
been worried about financial matters, but he 
told him very little about his affairs. 

Dr. C. Selous, after describing Good’s in- 
juries, said that he also found that the gullet 
and larynx were reddened, and there was a 
smell of bitter almonds, otherwise prussic 
acid. This was partidularly the case with the 
contents of the stomach. 

The Coroner-—Y ou have no doubt there was 
evidence of prussic acid ?—Nene at all. It 
was so strong that I was slightly overcome 
myself, 

The cause of death, he said, was shock, 
following injuries to the brain, or poisoning 
by prussic acid, or the two combined. 

e Coroner—It was a iarge dose, and it 
would not take Jong to bring about death ?— 
No. A second or two has been. known to be 
sufficient.

During recent weeks the extreme pro- 
tectionists have kept a welcome, and per- 
haps significant, silence.

learned sense, they may have acquired 


prudence. High spirits marked the 
National Union’s council meeting in 
London. yesterday. It gave an enthu- 
siastic greeting to Mr. Baldwin and 
passed a unanimous vote of confidence 
in his leadership. Mr. Baldwin, in a 
vigorous speech, based his hopes of 
early triumph at the polls on the party’s 
returning unity and on the disastrous 
results—now plain to all the world—of the 
Socialist régime. Referring to the promise 
that the question of Empire trade will be 
discussed within a year at Ottawa, he 
said: “ That is the only good thing that 
has come out of the Imperial Conference, 
because these subjects will be discussed 
at Ottawa by our party.” 

In the Free State also coming events 
cast their shadows before. It is known 
that the Government desires that the 
Eucharistic Congress of 1932 shall meet, 
not in the political clamours that precede, 


| but in the temporary. calm that follows, a 


general election. There are signs that 
Ministers will put their fate to the touch 
in the early months of next year; already 
they are taking to the platform in various 
parts of the country. Mr. Cosgrave has 
given impressive accounts of the Govern- 
nient’s achievement, and Mr. Hogan has 
defended his agricultural policy with a 
vehemence which betrays his knowledge 
that he is, in fact, upon his defence. The 
farmers, fretted by a bad harvest, 
restive under high taxes and impatient for 
protection, are becoming formidable. 
Perhaps, the surest signal of an early 
election is the Government’s suddenly 
displayed anxiety to propitiate the 
farmers. Hitherto it has met the demand 
for tariffs with a stubborn caution— 
inceed, with an attitude of philosophic 
doubt. Now, by one of those abrupt con- 
versions which occur only in religion and 
politics, it has taken a thumping tariff 
under its sgis, thus anticipating, or at 
any rate prejudicing, the verdict of its own 
Tariff Commission. The tariff on imported 
butter, if the political prophets do not 
err, may be followed by an equally pro- 
hibitive tariff on imported bacon and by 
another on continental oats. It is 
possible, however, that the Government’s 
new tariff policy may be influenced by the 
result of the coming by-election in County 
Dublin. Ministers have yet to learn the 
rentier’s reactions to a dearer breakfast 
table. 

We foresee the urgent need of a new 
party in Free State politics. Only one 
member of the Dáil voted against the 
crushing tariff on imported butter, although 
the swift result was an increase of price 
to the consumer. Have the ‘Inde- 
pendent ' members of the Dáil no mind on 
this question? All electors are consumers, 
and of all classes of consumers only the 
farmers will not be penalised by high 
tariffs on imported food. Such imports 
may be small, but a tariff invariably 
increases the cost of the native article, and 
long experience has shown that, however 


may be, Governments cannot prevent or 
control them. The increased cost of butter 
will be a hardship for all classes of 
citizens, since the Irish working classes 
never have taken kindly to margarine. All 
classes, especially the poor, would suffer 
by a tariff on imported bacon. If bacon 
is to share the fate of butter, and if other 
tarifis are in contemplation, the outlook 
for middle-class and lower-class consumers 
will be serious; and it will be aggravated 
by the substantial prospect of dearer coal. 
In short, the. policy of protection for the 
farmer, whether it be right or wrong, 
predicates infallibly an increased cost of 
living for the whole community. Ministers 
may argue that the whole community will 
benefit in the long run, but the old cow of 
Irish legend was not kept alive by the con- 
solations of a like assurance. We hope 
earnestly that the logic or accidents oí 
Irish politics will produce a Consumers’ 
Party without fatal delay. Even a few 
Consumers’ candidates at the next general 
election would help to restore that balance 
of interests which is essential to the 
welfare of the State. 
Se 
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Government ; but, if their good 
rélations’ at any time come: to an end, 
there is every likelihood that revolution 
and bloodshed’ will begin anew. Mean- 
while, the whole country is overrun with 
soldiers, who, as experience has shown, 
are willing to follow any banner. Many 
of them have been taken into the 
}Government forces, but it is extremely 
doubtful whether the Nanking Govern- 
ment, which at the moment is desperately 
poor, will be able to pay them. To curb 
the liberties of the war lords, therefore, 
is the first activity of the Kuomintang’s 
Central Committee, If a scheme that is 
now under expert consideration receives 
approval, the present provincial system 
will be abolished, and China will be 
divided into seventy new provinces, in 
which the power of the governors will be 
much less than before and the authority 
of Nanking much greater. The matter will 
come up for decision at the People’s Con- 
vention, which will be convoked early. next 
year. This Convention will have another 
and still more vital function—to decide 
whether or not the dictatorship of the 
Kuomintang is to continue. Heavy 
charges of graft and self-seeking, says the 
Shanghai Correspondent of The Times, 
have been laid at the party’s door, and 
its taxes are a burden to trade throughout 
the whole country. It is by no means 
impossible that the People’s Convention 
will agrée to dispense with the Kuomintang 
and its system of government by com- 
mittee, and will demand the pecple’s right 
to frame a -onstitution for itself. In that 
case, anot!.cr year will see China a fully 


fledged republic.

Car-Stealing in Dublin. 


A sublime faith in the honesty of their 
fellow-men has encouraged Dubliners to 
leave their motor cars unattended by the 
kerbstone. This trust, however, is likely 
to have received a rude shock from the 
statement of a superintendent of the Civic 
Guards that not only are some two or 
three cars stolen daily in the city, but 
the horrid practice is increasing. It is 
true that the word ‘‘ stolen ’’ here has but 
a modified meaning. No vast organisation, 
sich as London knows, with its multitude 
of garages and its elaborate arrangements, 
by which a stolen car can be rendered un- 


}identifiable in a few hours, exists in 


Dublin to make smooth the path of the car 
thief. The three cars that disappear daily, 
according to the superintendent, are 
borrowed rather than stolen, and as a rule 
are discovered some twenty-four hours later 
by the roadside. Yet, mild though this 
nuisance may be compared with its English 
equivalent, the prospect of its continuance 
and menace is not to be borne. Un 
happily, the law, as it stands to-day, is 
inadequate to make the punishment fit the 
crime. Indeed, it appears from recent com- 
plaints by the Justices that the borrowing 
of a motor car without leave is no offence 
at all, unless an intention to steal can be 
proved against the borrower. To some ex- 
tent the difficulty is met at present by the 
charging of the offender with the larceny of 
the oil and petrol which he has used, but 
the maximum penalty which can be in- 
flicted for this sort of misdemeanour is a 
small fine. The same absurdity obtains in 
England, where, however, it is proposed 
now to add a clause to the Roads Act which 
will make the taking of cars for “' joy 
tides ’’ illegal in itself. We hope that 
when the long-awaited Traffic Bill makes 
its appearance in the Ddil this example 
will not be overlooked. 


Ancient Mines. 


In an article in The Times Professor 
Raymond Dart discusses some of the dis- 


-coveries which have been made by the 


Italian Scientific Expedition in Northern 
Rhodesia under the leadership of Com- 
mander Galti. The late Sir H. Rider 
Haggard introduced us to the possibility 
that King Solomon possessed mines in 
darkest Africa, but Commander Galti, 
according to the Professor, has out- 
heroded Herod. At Chowa, for instance, 
where the existence of mines was dis- 
covered accidentally five years ago by Mr. 
Frederick Bush, the difficulty has been 
to determine the commercial] factors which 
in a remote age made them an economic 
venture. Now it seems that we have the 
answer. Among the manganese deposits 
in the neighbouring rock shelters at 
Kafulamadze several small hammers and 
prepared flakes of psilomelane have been 
found, whose only use could have been to 
detach the black crystalline pyrolusite or 
manganese dioxide. This theory is con- 
firmed further by the presence of quartzite 
millstones with which the ancients ground 
the materials to powder. During the 
reign of her first dynasties Egypt bought 
manganese for the famous grey-black 
shades in her pottery. The demand was 
increased by the development of glazes 
and enamels among the Sumerians and 
the Babylonians, and there are some who 
think that the ability of the. Phoenicians 
to make transparent white glass was due 
to their employment of this metal. 
Serving at least three of the largest 
empires of the ancient world, the miners 
of Chowa and Kafulamadze must have 
been forced # work hard.

The manner in which he 
touched upon criticisms concerning the 


jleadership of the party conveyed the im- 


pression that a greater degree of unity 
existed to-day than appeared probable « 
few weeks ago, and that the party soon 
would be going forward with a unite’ 
front. 


The Socialist Party. 


While Mr. Baldwin was addressing his 
supporters, Mr. Ramsay Macdonald was 
employed similarly at a meeting of the 
Parliamentary Labour Party at the House 
of Commons, where he spoke on the genera! 
work. of the Government. The Conserva- 
tive and Socialist meetings had one 
notable point of. difference; for, whereas 
at the former the proceedings were marked 
by much cordiality, and the principa! 
speech was made by the leader, there was 
a strained atmosphere at the latter mect- 
ing, which became most emphatic on the 
delivery of the most important speech at. 
the mecting—that of the Minister of 
Education. Sir Charles Trevelyan an- 
nounced that the operation of the School 
Attendance Bill would be postponed until 
September, 1952. Socialists may call this 
a compromise, but actually it is a surren- 
der to the Liberals, and has been necessi- 
tated by fear of a defeat on the measure 
in the House of Commons. 


The Round Table Conference. 


Although there is a lull in the proceed- 
ings of the Indian Round Table (Con- 
ference, and the Federal Relations Com- 
mittee will not meet until Friday, affairs 
are not at a standstill, and the various 
groups are taking advantage of the oppor- 
tunity to hold meetings among themselves. 
There was an important meeting of the 
British Indian delegation to-day, at which 
representation on the Federal Relations 
Committee was discussed, and it was re- 
commended that all the members of the 
delegation should be co-opted. This is 
an unexpected suggestion, and its adoption 
would raise the membership of the Com- 
mittee so greatly that virtually it would 
comprise the whole membership of the 
Conference; but the proposal is not 
necessarily an obstacle, and at least it is 
a recognition of the importance of the 
principle of federal government. 


India’s Viceroy. 


For some weeks past the name of Lord 
Gorell has been associated with the Indian 
Viceroyalty, and it is believed to-day that 
an official announcement appointing him 
to succeed Lord Irwin will be made in the 
near future. In this connection a curious 
rumour has spread through India, to the 
effect that Mr. Ramsay Macdonald will be 
the new Viceroy. It is remarkable that 
such a report has gained currency, and 
wore remarkable still that it has been re- 
ceived as probable, and that cables have 
stated that the authorities at Delhi are 
unable to confirm or deny the report. 


The Irish Sweepstakes. 


Many people in England who sent 
money by devious means to Dublin for 
the Irish hospitals’ sweep after the British 
Post Office had impo a ban on corre- 
spondence were uncertain at the time of 
the draw whether their remittances had 
been received in time for participation. 
Their doubts now have been removed by 
the receipt of official forms acknowledg- 
ing subscriptions. ‘Though the action of 
the British authorities, doubtless, pre- 
vented some money from reaching Dublin, 
it is evident that in numerous cases the 
methods adopted to circumvent the ban 
were successful. 


Brighter Cricket. 


The recommendation of the Advisory 
County Cricket Committee that in next 
season’s County Championship matches 
fifteen points shall be awarded for a win 
outright, five points for a win on first 
innings and three points for a first 
innings loss, has been received well to- 
day. It is a more drastic amendment of 
the regulations than had been anticipated, 
and it ought to increase the possibilities 
of brighter cricket by encouraging a team 
with a winning chance to endeavour to 
finish the game in order to secure the high 
points. Last season there was a di‘ference 
of three points only between an absolute 
victory and a lead on the first innings, 
whereas next season the difference will be 
increased to ten points. On this system 
Lancashire (last season’s champions) 
would have occupied third place, with 
Gloucestershire at the top of the table. 


The Wireless Link. 


A wireless telephone service betwee! 
New Zealand and Australia was opened 
to-day, and will be available for ten hours 
a day at a cost of £3 for a three minutes 
call. A through service between Britain 
and New Zealand is expeeted to be aval:

England’s Weather. 


London has been fortunate in her 
weather, since, while stormy conditions 
prevailed over the greater part of (rreat 
Britain and Ireland during the past few 
days, she has suffered comparatively |ittic 
from either wind or rain. While gusts 
‘of over fifty miles an hour were recorded 
on the coast, the average speed of the 
wind recorded at the Air Ministry was 
fifteen miles an hour, and the highest gust 
was one of twenty-nine miles an hour.

MINERS’ LEADERS CONFER WITH MINISTRY.

There was a better outlook regarding the 
coal situation in Northumberland and 
Durham as a result of delegate meetings 
held yesterday. In both counties the 
miners have generally approved the terms 
submitted by the owners. 

In Northumberland the miners’ repre- 
sentatives, who meet the owners to-morrow, 
were instructed by yesterday’s delegate 
meeting that they should endeavour to 
secure an improvement in the terms 
offered, but were given authority to settle 
under such circumstances as they thought 
best. 

In Durham the miners’ delegates adopted 
a resolution unanimously agreeing to re- 
commend the miners’ lodges to accept the 
owners’ terms. : 

In neither county, it is understood, will 
there be a spread-over of hours or any 
wages reduction. : 


LANCASHIRE AND CHESHIRE. 

A special meeting of the Lancashire and 
Cheshire Miners’ Federation yesterday de- 
cided to ballot the coalfield this week on 
the alternatives of acceptance of the coal 
owners’ * proposals for the adoption of a 
spread-over, or the acceptance of the seven 
and a-half hours’ day, and the submission 
of the case against reduction on wages to 
the National Industrial Board. 

The Leicestershire mine owners’ and 
men’s representatives yesterday provi- 
sionally agreed to a spread-over for six 
months. Wages and subsistence allowancé 
will remain as at present. The agreement 
will be subject to the approval of the Min- 
ing Association and the Miners’ Federa- 
tion. | 

WELSH 0WNERS' STATEMENT. 

The Monmouthshire and South Wales 
Coal Owners” Association last night for- 
warded to Mr. Thomas Richards, Secretary 
of the South Wales Miners’ Federation, a 
copy of the terms and conditions on which 
the collieries will be open for work on and 
after Decembér 1st. The terms, it was ex- 
plained, would be posted at each colliery 
to-day and would govern day-to-day con- 


In a statement accompanying the notice 
the owners disclaim any share of responsi- 
bility for the present serious situation in 
the coalfield, and add that, since February, 
1927, joint audits have certified a trading 
loss of £4,122,000. 


£5,000,000 LOSS. 

In addition, the owners have had to 
hear capital and other charges not taken 
into the audit, which amount to nearly 
sixpence per ton, bringing the total losses 
ot the owners to over five million pounds. 

The output of coal-in South Wales in 
the September quarter, according to the 
statement, had fallen by 1,200,000 tons, 
compared with the corresponding period in 
1929. Foreign cargo exports had. fallen 
by 600,000 tons in the same period. 

Cannock Chase Miners’ Council will 
meet. to-night to consider the terms offered 
by the local coalowners. 


SUGGESTED REQUEST TO MINISTER. 

The owners suggest that the miners 
should request the Minister of Mines to 
postpone the operation of Part III. of the 
\ct for three months to enable the owners 
to see how the marketing scheme works. 

The owners say. that they are unable to 
pay the same wages for a shorter day as 
for eight hours.

THE REDUCTIONS IN WAGES. 

In South Wales, according to the 
Miners’ Federation, the owners’ proposals 
mean a reduction of approximately two 
shillings a day, leaving the lower-patd 
man with a wage of about 5s. 6d. a day. 

The Scottish owners have made alterna- 
tive proposals. If there is a spread-over 
of hours the wages cut will not be so 
heavy, but if no spread-over is accepted 
the reduction will be fourpence halfpenny 
a day, which the miners say is equal to 
thirty-five per cent. reduction. 


“DANGER AREAS.” 

These two districts are regarded as the 
‘danger areas,” and, if a stoppage occurs 
in those districts owing to the miners 
refusing to work on the owners’ terms, 
the effect on ‘other districts will imme- 
diately be discussed by the Miners’ Federa- 
tion. ; 

The miners are looking for Government 
intervention to avert the possibility of a 
stoppage in the event of the National 
Board being unable to bring about asettle- 
ment in South Wales and Scotland. 


MINERS’ EXECUTIVE TO MEET. 


So serious is the situation considered 
to be that the Executive of the Miners’ 
Federation has been summoned to meet 
in Londoh on Friday morning, and a 
national conference of delegates from all 
the coalfields will assemble in London at 
noon on the same day to review the posi- 
tion and decide on a line of action. 

the national officials of the Miners’ 
Federation have already had interviews 
with the Government, and Mr. A. J. 
Cook, the miners’ secretary, informed a 
Press representative yesterday that dis- 
cussions with the Mines Department and 
other Government representatives would 
continue throughout this week. 


THE NATIONAL BOARD. 


The National Board set. up under the 
Coal Mines Act will hold its first meeting 
in London this afternoon to deal with 
questions of procedure.

We are 
prepared to do everything in our power 
to work with them for imperial economic 
unity. We want a free hand, and we rule 
nothing out, reserving only to our- 
selves, as ‘all the statesmen in the 
Empire must, this one thing—that 
we have to consider our .own people. 
That, we all have.to do. Mr. Bennett said: 
“I am a Canadian first.” [ am an 
Englishman first. I look forward to being 
able, when we come into office, to make a 
great step on this path of Empire unity. 
Ve cannot see to-day exactly what those 
steps will be, but we shall, all of us, enter 
the Conference together. 

I do not want any of you to be misled by 
that foolish talk that the quota system is 
a Socialist plan. That is not true. We 
have studied it very carefully for a long 
time, and we hope to be able to convince 
the Dominions that it is the most effective 
way of dealing with the question. We are 
not pig-headed about it, but we have a 
very strong case, and so far as this country 
is concerned there can be no question that 
for our purpose it is a far more effective 
method than putting a duty on foreign 
wheat. 

Mr. Baldwin added that grousing was 
bad for the party and bad for the country. 
They had had their differences in the party, 
but they were past now. He did not like 
the phrase: “' The old gang,” as it smacked 
of ingratitude to men who had borne the 
heat and burden of the day. -

SUBURBAN RESIDENTS 
EVACUATED.

The level of the river to-day was 17 feet

ISLAND RESIDENTS FORCED TO

Previously 30 people had already left the 
island voluntarily. : 

If the waters. rise much higher the 
authorities will be obliged to take the 
same action in the case of the neighbour- 
ing island of St. Germain, which is larger 
and has 4,000 to 5,000 working-class 
inhabitants.

AMENDING THE LAW. 

In England the position is the same, but 
it is proposed to insert a clause in the 
Roads Act making it an offence to take 
cars for “ joy-rides.’’ This is a step that 
should be taken in the Free State also 
when the long overdue TYaffic Bill comes 
before the Dail. Mor Sa 

In ninety per cent. oí the cases the Free 
State ‘‘ joy-riders’’ are not brought to 
book, but this is not the fault of the Civic 
Guards, who have a regular system which 
comes into operation immediately notiúica- 
tion is given of the theft of a car. This 
system includes the’ placing of special 
Guards on the “ key ” roads leaving the 
city. Notification, however, is rarely 
received until three or four hours after’the 
theft, and by that time the cars have been 
taken outside the city boundaries. 


AUDACIOUS THIEVES. 

The stolen cars, however, are generally 
recovered within twenty-four hours. In 
most cases they are found abandoned 
within a few miles of the city, having 
been driven until the petrol supply is 
exhausted. There is no limit to the 
temerity of the ‘‘ joy-riders’’; for they 
have taken cars which have been left out- 
side private houses, as well as cars from 
the regular parking places, at all hours of 
the day and night. 

It is very rarely that the cars are taken 
far into the country, but just before the 
motor races in Ulster last Atigust a stolen 
car was found abandoned at the border. 
In this case the thief apparently realised 
too late that he would be unable to get 
the car over the border without the proper 
credentials, : 


WELL-TO-DO CULPRITS. 

For the most part the motor cárs are 
recovered undamaged, though now and 
again some property is stolen out of them, 
and the engine damaged through being 
run without sufficient oil.

PRECAUTIONS FOR MOTORISTS.

_ The Times of to-day observes in a lead- 
ing article:—In his remarkable speech to 
the meeting of Unionist Associations 
yesterday, Mr. Baldwin made three 
observations upon the political. situation 
which will hardiy be challenged in any 
quarter. . He declared that the Socialist 

vernment. were crumbling, that they had 
done imischief enough to make the task 
of their successors immeasurably difficult, 
and that the trade unions were returning 
to the old principle upen which t’ ey were 
founded. and whieh won them national 
approval, namely, the pursuit of in- 
dustrial wellbeing, rather than of 
political theory. ‘These same facts have 
undoubtedly deeply impressed themselves 
upon public opinion. They have led, here 
and there. to the advocacy of a new 
political orientation, designed 1» avoid 
the danger that yet another party Govern- 
ment may fail, and to atone for the pre- 
sent disastrous failure of the most partisan 
of Governments. 

Aspirations of this kind are always 
dangerous unless they are carefully 
defined. Glib gossip about the need for 
a national Government entirely forgets 
that every political party naturally con- 
tends that its own policy is the only 
national policy. Speculations built upon 
the assumption that our party sys:em can 
or should b2 brought to an end are, there 
fore, built upon shifting sands, and 
Cabinet-building for a national Govern- 
ment is an intellectual exercise which 
can only frustrate by its evident futility 
the objects of its authors. 


NEW FORMS OF DEMOCRACY. 

The proper and, indeed, the only 
practicable response to the undoubted 
public demand for a national policy 1s 
that some one party should put forward 
a policy which will secure a large and 
special measure of national assent. 
National assent, of course, is a very 
different thing from the assent of political 
hierarchies, which exist only to dissent 
from their competitors; nor is it neces- 
sarily obtained to-day when one party 
wins the ordinary kind of party majority. 
The plain truth is that democracy in this 
country is taking new forms. It is highly 
deubtful whether any political majority 
could rescue the nation from its present 
difficulties without the assent and support 
of all classes in industry. The late 
Government tried to enlist that support. 
and their failure, through no fault of 
their own, led to the conflicts of 1926, 
which undermined their efficiency by de- 
stroying opportunities. 

The present’ Government had a far 
better chance to enlist that support. They 
have thrown their chance away by their

THE CAUSE OF A 
GREAT DISASTER. 


The concluding stages. of the trial of 
Francis Lorang (49), the former director 
of the Blue Bird companies, were reached 
at the Old Bailey, London, yesterday, the 
sixth day of the proceedinzs. 

Lorang was charged before Mr. Justice 
Swift with the fraudulent conversion of 
£317,000 and with publishing a false 
statutory report. To these charges he 
pleaded not guilty. In the witness box, 
which he occupied for two days, he denied 
the conversion. He admitted payment 
from the companies into his private 
account, but declared that it was paid out 
again for the benefit of t 2 companies 
with the knowledge and consent of his 
fellow directors. 

Counsel in the ¢ase were—For the 
prosecution—Mr. Eustace Fulton, Mr. G. 
B. McClure and Mr. Maxwell Turner. 
For the defence—-Mr. St. John Hutchin- 
son, Mr. Derek Curtis Bennett, and Mr. 
U. L. Burgess. 


SPEECH FOR THE PROSECUTION. 


Mr. Eustace Fulton, addressing the. jury 
for the Crown, said that it had been 
proved that Lorang took money from 
the various companies and paid it into his 
own private account. The sole question 
now was whether he used the money for 
the purposes of the companies or for his 
own use. Lorang sought to establish in 
three ways that he used the money for 
the companies. He said that part cf the 
inoney was due to him from Blue Bird Oil 
Importers, and that was why Petrol, Ltd., 
gave him two cheques for £24,000 and 
£25,000. To establish this proposition he 
put before the jury what the prosecution 
suggested was an extremely impudent 
document. So far from Oil Importers 
owing him money, he was heavily in debt 
to that company. 

Another of his answers was that he 
bought shares with the company’s money 
and afterwards paid it back. 

Mr. Justice Swift—On that point, could 
such a transaction possibly afford any 
defence to the charge that he has dealt 
with these shares for his own purposes, 
because nothing is more clear than that a 
company cannot buy its own shares, 
directly ‘or indirectly, and any director 
who is party to any arrangement by which 
his company purchases its own shares or 
pretends to is guilty of a criminal offence.

I agree you may think that 
Lorang should not be sitting in the dock 
alone, that he ought not to bear the whole 
burden of this case, and that if you 
thought the directors acted fraudulently it 
would be no defence if he acted with their 
consent. My case is that they did not act 
fraudulently in giving their consent.’’ 

Mr. Hutchinson urged that there was 
nothing to show that Lorang had benefited 
in any way from the companies. “ You 
know now that he is bankrupt, and that 
unlike any other financier, I can remember 
In a serious case, he is not represented by 
King’s Counsel, but by a junior.” ? 

Mr. Justice Swift—There may be verv 
good sense in that. With regard to the 
statement that Lorang is bankrupt there 
has been no evidence of it. 

Mr. Hutchinson—I thought there was 
evidence of that, but it has not been proved 
that Lorang personally made a penny out 
of these transactions. It was to his advan- 
tage that the companies should flourish, 
but it was equally to the advantage of the 
companies and the shareholders.

A COSTLY UNDERTAKING. 

A public inquiry was held by officials 
of the Ministry of Industry and Com- 
merce some months ago at Rosslare, the 
outcome of which was that the Minister 
issued an order prohibiting the removal of 
gravel and sand from the foreshore, which 
it was stated was a contributing factor to 
the erosion, For the purposes of the 
inquiry the County Council specially 
engaged the services of Mr. 8. W. Mobbs, 
Borough Surveyor, Lowestoft, “who. is 
recognised as one of the - leading 
authorities on coast erosion. in England. 

Mr. Mobbs, in a detailed report to the 
Council, stated that to protect the whole 
of the coast between Wexford Harbour and 
Rosslare Harbour would be a very costly 
undertaking, which he estimated ~ would 
tun into hundreds of thousands of pounds. 

Meanwhile the County Council have 
been advised by thir solicitor that they 
are not empowered to spend any money out 
of the rates on the coast. The State claims 
entire ownership.@f the foreshore, and on 
behalf of the: Wexford: Harbour Commis- 
sioners it is argued that they are, there- 
fore, not concerned with the prevention of 
erosion. 

While these different paints of view are 
being advanced, no steps are being taken, 
beyond the single effort of one individual, 
to prevent further destruction.

ACKNOWLEDGED. ©

It is officially stated that the following 
Notes have been exchanged between His 
Majesty’s Legation at Oslo and the 
Norwegian Government :— 

1. 

“As Your Excellency is doubtless 
aware, on May 9th, 1929, the Norwegian 
Minister in London addressed a Note to 
His Majesty’s Principal Secretary of State 
for Foreign Affairs, announcing that by a 
Royal Decree dated May 8th, Jan Mayen 
Island had been placed under Norwegian 
sovereignty. 

‘I now have the honour, by direction 
of His Majesty’s Secretary of State for 
Foreign Affairs, to inform Your Excellency 
that His Majesty’s Government in the 
United: Kingdom have taken note of this 
decree and formally recognise Norwegian 
sovereignty over Jan Mayen Island. 

‘“I am instructed: to add that His 
Majesty's Government, not having been 
informed of “the grounds on which 
Norwegian peueienty was extentled to 

yen “dstend, their recognition of: 
that sovereignf¥ is ad—brded independently 
of, and with all due reserves in regard. to, 
the actual grounds on which the annexa- 
tion may have been based. 

‘I avail myself of this opportunity to 
renew to you, Monsieur le Ministre d'état, 
the assurance of my highest considera- 
tion.—Signed, 

: Sone J OHNSTONE.”* 

“ In a Note of the 18th inst. you were 
so good as to state that His Britannic 
Majesty’s Government recognises Norway’s 
sovereignty over Jan Mayen Island. I 
have the honour, while acknowledging the 
receipt of your Note, to ask you to convey 
to your Government the thanks of the

LORANG’'S CAREER.

FROM POVERTY TO GREAT 
WEALTH. 


The story of Lorang’s career reads like 
a romance. He has experienced many 
vicissitudes, rising from dire poverty to 
great wealth. At the end of the war 
he was penniless, and wrote to a friend 
that he had been compelled to pledge his 
mackintosh to raise enough money. to 
reach ‘the City. A few years later, after 
the flotation of the Blue Bird Company, 
he was, to-use his own words, “ swimming 
in money.” : 

Lorang is a native of Luxembourg. 
where his father was a baker. He came 
to London in 1903 and appeared to be 
umsuccessful with smal] trading enter- 
prises in which he was engaged from time 
to time for nearly twenty years. He was 
living in a boarding-house in West 
Kensington when, in 1924, his luck 
seemed to change. He joined with others 
in taking over the business of the. Blue 
Bird Motor Company, Ltd., and within a 
very short time became apparently 
wealthy. He left the boarding-house in 
West Kensington and took an establish- 
ment in Brook Green. . Twelve months 
Jater he bought a mansion at Oxshott. and 
from a one-room office in Bucklersbury 
moved to elaborate premises in Moorgate.

ANNUAL MEETING OF 
GOVERNORS.

Mr. Henry Monahan presided at the annual 
meeting of the Governors of the Incorporated 
Dental Hospital of Ireland, which was held 
last evening im the Roardeeovril ul we nospital, 

Mr. George P. Moore, honorary secretary, 
submitted the annual report, which stated 
that the work of the hospital continued to 
increase. The attendance of patients in the 
various departments was 23,205, an increase 
of 3,737 over last year. There was an in- 
crease of over 200 in the number of opera- 
tions, and only twenty-six teeth were ex- 
tracted during the year without an anesthetic. 

FREE TREATMENT. 

In the dispensary 8,341 patients received 
free treatment, including dressings and ex- 
tractions with local anesthetics. In the 
general anesthetic. department 468 patients 
received free general anesthetics administered 
by skilled medical men, Thirty-three patients 
received free treatment in the prosthetic de- 
partment. In the conservation department 
the free work comprised’ 1,010 plastic fillings, 
465 root fillings, and 89 scalings, while eight 
X-ray examinations were also made without 
charge. Of the work, 1,288 children from the 
city schools received dental treatment. 

The audited accounts showed an increase 
in the amount from subscriptions and dona- 
tions. The total sum was, however, only 
£452 2s. 3d., which was not very creditable 
to a large city like Dublin in view of the 
importance of dentistry to the public health, 
and the convenience which the hospital offers 
to employers in the relief of suffering on the 
part of their dependents. The bank overdraft 
stands at the high figure of £3,026 2s. 4d.. 
this being £359 14s. more than last year in 
spite of ‘rigid economy. 

WORK OF THE SCHOOL, 

Mr. D. L. Rogers, Dean, submitted a re- 
port of the School, in which the number of 
students.on the rell was 42, as against 50 in 
1929. Thirty-three students took out their 
course in the hospital laboratory. Dering 
the year they had continued the examination 
and treatment of a large number of children 
from the city schools, and he trusted that 
one of the. first actions of the new Cor- 
poration of Dublin would be to establish 
a school dental service for all the school 
children of the city, with a staff of whole 
time dental surgeons. Part-time dental 
officers were now being appointed by various 
county health districts, but the dental pro- 
fession considered it to be most unsatisfac- 
tory, as no systematic treatment could be 
carried out under such conditions, and he 
appealed to those bodies to appoint full-time 
officers. 

The Chairman said that that was the only 
dental hospital in Ireland, and it deserved 
the support of the entire public. 
the adoption of both reports. 

Mr. Cairns seconded, and the reports were 
adopted.

APPEAL FOR SUPPORT. 

Dr. Moorhead, President .of the Royal 
College of Physicians, moved :—‘ That the 
Dental Hospital of Ireland is an institution 
worthy of support, and, whilst thanking those 
who have assisted in the past, the hospital 
appeals to a wider public for further financial 
help to enable it to maintain and extend its 
work,” 

Dr. Keogh, seconding, said that what sur- 
prised him was the small amount of subscrip- 
tions from the public. The debt was in- 
creasing -every year, and the equipment 
necessary for the hospital would absorb the 
whole of the sum received from the 
hospitals’ sweepstuke. Structural alterations 
had become necessary, which up to the 
present could not be carried out. The sum 
received from the sweepstake would be ex- 
pended, so that the public still had an im- 
perative duty ,to help an institution which 
was doing most. valuable work for the health 
of the whole community, and most of it 
without fee or .reward.. .«.-

INCREASED TRAFFI£ 
RETURNS, 
———— 


A. further increase in the traffic of the Port 
of Belfast was reported at the adjovned 
08 pg ef the Belfast Harbour Board yes- 
ray. 
During the fortnight ended the 15th inst. 
there arrived at the port 259 coastwise and 
cross-Channel vessels, fifteen foreign, and 
thirteen non-trading vessels. 
During the period from the 1st of January 
to the 15th November increases in the tonnage 
ef every class of vessel ealling at the port 
were noted, the greatest increase being in the 
case of coastwise and cross-(hannel steamers 
— 2,609,583 tons, as compared with 2,471,138 
tens for the same period in 1929. Foreign 
vessels showed an increase of 67,844, the 
total tonnage being 634,933. The total ton- 
nage of all vessels was 3,223,553, an increase 
of 837. 
Matters connected with the new 
scheme were considered by the Board. 
In the report of the Consulting Engineer, 
who intimated that the formation of banks 
to enclose sufficient slabland on the County 
Down side of the harbour to accommodate the 
entire amount of spoil to be dealt with under 
the scheme, was now nearing completion, it 
was recommended that two Jaid-up dredgers 
sheuld be placed in commission again, im 
order to expedite the dredging side of the 
work, 
An arrangement of new roads, suggested 
by the Consulting Engineer in connection 
with the dock scheme, was approved. 
A portrait of the late Mr. James Wilson, 
who had been a Harbour Commissioner from 
1804 to 1907, was offered to the Beard by the 
widow, and accepted. with a resolution of 
thanks. The painting was by Mrs. Day, 
eormerly Miss Batt, a member of the well- 
known Belfast family.

WESTMINSTER, Tuesday. 

When ihe Committee stage of the Edyea- 
lion Bill was resumed in: the House of 
Commons. yesterday, a general discussion on 
maintenance grants was initiated by Colonel 
Spender-Clay, whe moved. an amendment 
giving power to local education authovities 
to make arrangemenis for the provision of 
maintenance allowances. 

A flat vate of 5s. would, he said, have a 
disastrous effect on the finances oí the 
country. On the other hand, there might be 
cases where Ss. was insufficient. This was 
more of a Dole Bill than an Education Bill, 
and for every pound spent on education 
rather more than two pounds would be spent 
in subsidising the parents. 

Sir Charles Trevelyan said that the amend- 
ment cut across the whole policy of the bill. 
If maintenance allowances were permissible 
in poor Newcastle, they were equally right 
in poor Middlesbrough. Replying to the 
point that other nations did not raise the 
school age without making exemptions, the 
right hor. gentleman said that he did not 
want to copy other natjons; he preferred to 
lead them. (Labour cheers.) 

Lord Enstace Percy, whe seldom makes a 
joke, said that Sir Charles Trevelyan would 
vo down in histery as the man who put the 
dole in adolescence. (Laughter.) 

Sir E, Hilton Young said that he was 
opposed to the increase of doles of any kind 
in the present state of the nation’s financds. 
This sentimental advocacy of general humaji- 
{arianism was ruinous. Where was the 
money to come from?

REPLY TO MINISTER'S 
STATEMENTS,

Dr. James Ryan, T.D., and Mr. Seamus 
Moore, I.D., writing from Leinster House, 
Dublin, under yesterday 's date, state :— 

““In yesterday’s issue of your journal you 
report the Minister for Education as stating 
at Lusk on Sunday:—‘ Wheat-growing was 
a dangerous policy at any time. It was 
completely mad at the present moment.’ In 
support of this pronouncement the Minister 
mentions that leading statesmen at the 
League of Nations had described the situa- 
tion in Eastern Europe as appalling. ‘ Those 
countries whieh could grow wheat more 
advantageously than the Free State 
faced with bankraptey owing to the fall yn 
prices.” The Minister further remarks that 
Canadians were thinking seriously of getting 
out of wheat altogether. 

“There is no doubt that these are strong 
words, and if. one could eyea suspect that 
the Minister was speaking in -genuime 
criticism of the case made for wheat-grow- 
ing m Ireland, his remarks would deserve 
serious attention. It °s quite evident, how- 
ever, that his siandayds are entirely those 
of wheat-exporting countries, as they were 
when he spoke on the same subject In an 
interview published after his return irom 
Geneva. No advocate of wheat-growing pre 
tends that the growing. of wheat for export 
is to be commended at the present time, 
and no one has claimed that it should be 
Ireland's policy at any time. Canada and 
Rumania are in the same position regarding 
wheat that Ireland is in regard to butter, 
that Australia is regarding wool, that 
Great Britain is regarding coal end manu- 
factared goods—they cannot get other 
conntries to take their surplus at a price 
that would pay for prodyction. 

‘Was it by accident, however, that the 
Minisier made no mention of the opinions 
of the siatesmin of the Earopean countries 
that grow whiead only fia their own use: 
Did he find any inclinaticn on the part 
the yepresentatives of France, Lialy, Norway, 
Switzerland and Holland to agree that 
wheat-growing was “Biad  econopiy , The 
healthy condition of the Dutch nation does 
not indicate ihat the statesmen of iha:
